“All of our vessels were handled
with sound discretion and execellent
judgment by the several commanding
officers, which was to have been ex-
pected from the men commanding
them.

“The Spanish loss is. said to have
been in the neighborhood of 100 killed.
The gunboats destroved or driven
ashore were the Del Cado, Guantan-
amo, Ostralia, Coatinola and Guar-
dian.”

The committee appointed by Admi-
ral Sampson to examine the wreek of
the Reina Mercedes reports that the
vessel can probably be raised and
added to the American navy.

Santiago’s Fall of No» Stratozie Imoort-
ance—The Army Eager, as Usual

Havaxa, July 23 —Cantain General
Blanco has issual thi: foilowing proe-
lamation, anmouncing th> eaditulation
of Santiazo. It i; dat:lat llavana,
July 17:

“After three moaths’ herovic defenss
and mauny Llooly eombats, owingz to a
scarcity of ammunition and victuals,
the garrison of Santiazo d» Cuba has
been foreed 1o eapitulate under honor-
able conditions and with all the hwoa-
ors of war. This occurred July 14,
when it was recegunized 1y the
brave Spanish general of the division
who was acting commander of the
plnce that resistence was useless and
that he could no longer hold the place.
Notwithstanding that reinforecments
had been possible, rud that. althougl
he shonld reeeive sueh from Manzanillc
and althouzh he shonld still cover
further losses and bloody combats, and
although he might pat the eity in a
better condition of defense, he was
still face to face with tke fzet that
reinfoercements would make further in-
roads upon the already greatly con-
sumed and nearly e xhzusted store bi
provisions of the Spanish garrison.
The city was thas plac:lin a very la-
mentable conl'tion. Thz sitoation
was anticipated Lnt it caused great de-
pression to the Spanish foress,

*The eccupation of the eity of Santi-
ago by the military forces of the Amer-
ieans is lacking in strategic import-
ance owing to the fact that the city
had previous!y been closely blockaded
for a long time by the Amcrican ships
and will have little or no effect on the
developmeaat of ths Spanish campaign
which is to decide Spain's fate. The
Spanish army is intact and cager for
giory. Itis willingto measure arms
with the Americans and in this army
the king of Spain, th> Spanish govern-
ment and the whole country places the
trust of defense at any cost of the in-
tegrity of Spanish territory and the
honor of Spain’s immaculate flag.

“This army is sure to b2 trimmphant
and victorious at the last in spitéof so
many dangers and impediments, and
that it will show once more the in-
domitable Spanish ULravery and well
known military taleats of our people
is the hope and expoctation of your
general-in-chief. —Blanco.”

MAIL FOR COLONIES.

Postmaster General Issues an Important
Order—SRantlago Rates Are Iigh.

Wasn:xarox, July 2..—Postmaster
General Emory Smith yesterday issued
the following order:

“In. conformity with the order of
the President of this date. my order,
No. 161, of the 26th of April last, pro-
hibiting the dispatcl of any mail
matter to Spain or her dependencies,
is modified so far as to permit postal
communication between the United
States and Santiago, Cuba.

“The postage rates applicable to
artieles origivating in or destined for
the United States in the mails in ques-
tion are fixed as follows. viz.:. First
class matter, 5 conts per half ounce:
postal ecards, single, 2 eents; double, 4
cents; second and third elass matter, 1
cent for each two ounces; fourth class
matter, I'cent for each ounce; regis-
tration fee, 8 cents.

New Yomrk, July 23.—The corre-
spondent of the New York Evening
Post' sends the following from Ja-
malea:

Senor Caseras, the private secretary
of Dr. Congosto of Governor Genersl
Blanco’s governmeat, asserted to your
correspondent to-day that Havana is
wishing for an end of the war, and
thiat an arrangement of peace is near
et hand.

He belonzs to the eonservative part
of Blanco's supporters, who did et
bxpect war, and protests that he
always had a liking for the Americans
and cannot get over it.

*If there shall be no furthor recrim:
ination between my people and yours,”
he said, “it will " now casy to bring
back those amicable relations whieh
50 lonz delighted us, but, if not, Spain
undoabtedly will continue to fight till
some time further on.”

Senor Caseras is suspected of being
here to organmize smuggling expedi-
tions to Cuba, but declares that he is
here only to recuperate. le was with
the Spanish troops who frustrated the
cclebrated Gussie expedition in its at-
tempt to land supplics in Cuba, and
was wounded in the forehead.
